The Joy both at the Court and City of Vienna, 
for this News, was very great, and would have been 
reater, but for Advices which they had two Days 

fore, that the Army afiembled in Croatia, and 
commanded by the Baron de Raunach, in the Room 
of the Count de Starenberg, who was fick, marching 
to attack the Caftle of Zathia, was furprized, on the 
1ith ult. O.S. near Vacap, by 2 Body ot 10,000 
Turis, who put the Imperialifts to Flight, and pur- 
fued them to the very Cannon of the Fortreis of 
Cariftadr. Their Lofs is varioufly reported. Some 
fay it amounts to 1900 Men, and others to 2500 ; 
and that out of 600 Germans, that were Regular 
Troops, there efcaped only 1 Licurenant, 2 Eatigns, 
and 55 Soldiers : That the Baron de Raunach him- 
felf, the Counts de Sereni and Cajani, the Baron 
d'Imfen, and feveral other Officers were kili’d : That 
the Turks gave no Quarter to their Prifoners; and 
after having cut off tie Head of the Baron de Rau- 
nach, whom they found among the Slain, they fix'd 
it upon a Pike, and carried it in Triumph to the 
Caftle of Vacap. Sone Advices fay, that this un- 
fortunate Body of Germans confifted of 6000 Mili- 
tia, befides the Regular Forces above-mentioned ; 
and that they were encamped on the River Unna, 
not far from the Fortreis of Vihatich, when they met 
with this Surprize. 

The foilowing Extraé& of a Letter from the Im- 
perial Army neat Rimniiz in Wallachia, dated the 
8th of July O.S. gives an Account of fome Hot 
Work alfo in that Province. 

* Onthe 1ft Inftant Count Wallis, who commands 
¢ this Army in Chief, fent the Baron Ghilany at thé 
‘Head of a Detachmént of Germans and Hungarians, 
* both Foot and Horfe, to march thro’ the Pats of 
‘ Ferzburg towards Turkifh Wallachia, whither 
‘the whole Army was to follow him: But as 
* the Roads to and thro’ this Pals were fo tedious 
* and dificult, that there was Danger of the Enemy's 
‘ being inform’d of our Approach, the Baron de- 
© tach’d Count Barkozy, a Lieutenant Colonel, with 
* 250 Horfe, to feize Campolongo, which is cover'd 
‘ in fome Meafure by a large Convent. Accordingly 
© che Count arrived there tne i ft Inflant, to the great 
* Surprize of the Turks, who retired immediately to 
‘ the Convent, where the Count Barkozy fummon’d 
‘ them to furrender, on promife chat if they did fo 
‘ with a good Grace, he would do them no Harm ; 
¢ but they refufed the Offer, and declared they would 
© defend themfelves to the laft Extremity ; upon which 
¢ the Count caufed the Convent to be invefted, and 
¢ the Gates to be broke open, when the Turks find- 
‘ ing themfelves preffed on all Sides, retired to a 
‘« Tower, wherein two Hours Time they were forced 
* to furrender at Difcretion: Upon this Uccafion they 
‘ had one Man killed, 8 wounded, and 50 others 
© taken Prifoners. On our Side a Huflar was kill’, 
* the Count Czaky, a Captain, and 4 Soldiers, were 
“ wounded. The Turkith Prifoners were fent to 
‘ Tranfilvania ; but one-of them raking his Oppor- 
‘ tunity to fhoot the Corporal of the Huffars who 
©“ commanded their Guard, the reft were fo exafpe- 
“rated, that they put every Man of ’em to the 
* Sword.” 

According to Letters of July 14. O. S. from Peterf- 
burg, General Lafcy, who was enter'd into the Crim 
Tartary, was continuing his March towards Arabar, 
near which, by the Report of Prifoners, there was an 
Intrenchment or Line caft up with 15,coo Jantfaries 
to guard that Side of the Country, who expected fo 
be reinforced by 5000 Spahis. Some Prifoners 
brought in by certain Detachments of Coflacks and 
Calmucks fent out by General Lafcy, report, that the 
Tartars Camp at the Line of Perecop has been rein- 
forced by a great Number of Turks, as well as by 
part of the Garifon of Caffa. Jefremow, a Colonel 
of the Coffacks, after entering the Crim by certain 
Fords near Sangura, forc’d an Intrenchment there, 
and defeated a Jartarian Sultan that was in it with 
400 Men, alter which he ravaged above 20 Villages 
that were inhabired, where he took a confiderable 
Booty in Horfes and Cattle. This happy Beginning 
of the General's Expedition into that Country, gives 
hopes that the Sequel will be anfwerable. 


The Letters from Vienna bring us the Subftance 
of the Convention, made between the Emperor and 
- King of France, with regard to Corfica, as tol- 

Ows : 

* That their Majefties declare, and promife reci- 
© procaliy, that they wil! not fuffer the Ifle of Cor- 
* fica to fall under the Dominion of any other Power 
* but its prefene Lords, the Genoefe. That they 
* will concert the neceflary Meafures, to prevent any 

Potentate whomfocver from maftcring that Ifland, 
or from accepting it from the Hands of the deipe- 
rate Rebels. That they will offer their Affiftance 
to the Republick of Genoa, together with their 
Guaranty againft all Acts of Violence with Regard 
to its other Dominions, as long as the Rebellion of 
Corfica continues, atid till the whole Ifland is re- 
conciled to its Obedience. dnd they add, morcever, 
that ‘tis ftipulated by this Convention, Tac even tho’ 
the Republick fhould not accept of thefe Offers, 
the faid two Powers would nevert!icle{s employ the 
* neceflary Meafures to fupprefs that Rebellion.” 

They write from the Hague, That the Duke of 
Dorfet, the Lord John Sackville his Son, the Lord 
Vere Beauclerc and his Lady, and my Lady Betty 
Germaine, arriving there from Amfterdam, took up 
their Quarters at the Inn which has the Sign of the 
Imperial Court, and haying received the Vifits of moft 
of the Foreign Minifters, and other Perfons of the 
Firft Rank, dined laft Wednefday with his Excel- 
lency Horace Walpole, Efq; the Britith Ambaffador ; 
and that next Day his Grace, with all his Retinue, 
fee out for Rotterdam, to go on board a Yachr there 
for Antwerp, and from thence to proceed to Namur, 
to pay a Vifitto General Colyear, the Governour of 
that Place. 

Amfterdam, Auzufi 2. * Weare afraid, that what 
was communicated laft Week to the States General, 
by the Count d’Uhiefeld and the Marquis de Fe- 

nzlon, was not the Vienna Treaty, but only a
